must mark before each of the 21 elec­ 
tors.

the state tickets, the district tickets, 
and all the candidates you wish to 
vot-3 for on your county ticket. 
Another way to vote is to mark un­

Columbus, O., Nov. 5. 
Another scheme of the Democracy to j 
vitiate and nullify Republican votes is 
reported from the counties. 
It is to 
request Republicans to vote for some 
Democrat, offering a blue pencil to 
mark the ballot. The pencil is not to 
help Democratic friends, but to throw 
out altogether entire Republican bal­ 
lot, as under the law marks with col­ 
ored pencil invalidates the ballot. 
Section 21 says: “All marks upon 
the ballot must be made by black lead 
pencil.”

Nehemiah was a man for the times, 
clearly a servant of God, chosen of and 
by Him to a particular work.
